In answer to the question, the Reeve said 
the cost of the preliminary work asked for in 
the petition would probably not exceed $20. 

On motion of Messrs. O'Hara aud Wilson, 
-Messrs. Cross and others were heard from. - 

Mr. Cross said a echeme such as that pro- 
pees had been talked of for yeats, afid he 

lieved it could be successfully carried out. 
The only question was to find out by proper 
soundings, &c., if there was sufficient supply 
there to answer all requirements. He would 
8 t that Marmora I.ake be examined as 
well for this purpose. Ifthe scheme could 
be carried out there was no question but the 
benefits to be derived to tha village would be 
very great, and the saving-oninsurance alone 
would more than pay the interest on the in- 
vestment. They would, besides, bo able to 
have a supply of good pure water, and if, as 
was claimed, it coald be utilized to run the

WATER WORKS FOR MADOC. 

It is a matter for congratulation that 
our business men are at last becoming 
alive to the necessity of doing some- 
thing to revive the lagging interests of 
the village. It will be seen by refer- 
enee to our report of the Council pro” 
ceedings that an influential petition, 
headed by Thomas Cross and sixty-six 


* others of the leading business men, was 


presented to that body on Monday 
evening, asking for an appropriation 
for the purpose of determining the 
feesibility of bringing the waters of 
Banker Lake to the village, and thus 


giving us a system of water works for 
domestic, fire, and other purpose. The 
scheme is nota new or visionary pro- 
ject, having been talked of for years 
past, and neither the cost, nor the diffi- 
culties would be such as would deter a 
place of this size from embarking in 
the enterprise. Mr. Arthur Coe, Mr. 
Cross and others have given the matter 
considorable attention, and claim that a 
sufficient body of water with the neces- 
sary fall would not only give the village 
fire protection that would reduce the 
cost of insurance from the present high 
rate to a minimum, but would furnish 
power that would drive the machinery 
of the various mannufactories in tho 
place, and give as well a plentiful sup- 
ply of pure and good water for domes- 
tic purposes at a very small cost. Such 
is ‘he object of the movement, and in 
the interest of the villnge we sincerely 
¢ trust it may be found practicable. The 
first step, however, is to find out, by 
taking soundings of the lake, levels, 
and proper measurements, if the supply 
of water in Banker Lake or its feedors 
will meot the above requirements, and 
for this purpose the aid of the Council 
was askail. We are pleased to say that 
the members unanimously made an ap- 


propriation of $50,8o that a proper and [ 


conclusive examination can be made. 
As a preliminary, the committee ap- 
pointed by the Council visited the lake 
“on Tnesilay, and took soundings, and 
although somewhat disappointed at the 
depth of water, nevertheless hope that 
when the inlet or springs feeding the 
~ Jako are examined, a plentiful supply 
will be found. The village Engineer, 
C.F. Aylesworth, jr., will go on with 
‘the necessary examination as soon as 
practicable, under the direction of the 
eommittes.

AN .AOT TO PREVENT MINORS FPREQUENTING

We take the following extracts from a let. 
ter written by Mr. Herbert M. Sills to his 
parents in this village -— 

Los ANGH#LOS, Feb. 6th, 1886. 
When 1 look back to five weeks 
ago when 1 was enjoying the pleasures of 
winter weather, with about twelve inches of 
snow and about 28 degrees below zero, and 
then cast my eyes out and behold beautiful 
rose vines, and lawns covered with God's 
green mantle, and see the orchards bearing 
the lovely fruits of this golden state,ia it any 
wonder that I cannof realise it being six 
weeks from six months; in faet I am all 
turned around as far as the seasons are con- 
cerned. Speaking principally of Los Angelos 
and ite surrounding country | am not as 
thoroughly posted perhaps as | might be, 
but what [ do know and state are facts. First 
of allis the climate. Out of all the pleasure 
and Sanitarian resorts on the pacific coast, 
Los Angelos city and country are ahead and 
nearer perfection than any other section, 
eapecially so when is taken into consideration 
its society. In six hours’ ride jone ean go 
from the sea shore to the snow-capped moun- 
tains, passing through orange ves, vine- 
yards and beautiful flower gar @ns, in any 
day of the year. They claim the climate to 
be suitable and adapted to the principal kinds 
of complaints known to man. It appears to 
me as though you have only to make a selec- 
tion and locate and then you grow younger 
a6 you grow older. ‘The scenery and view 
from the naighboring mountain peaks are 
grand. The people sleep with their windows 
up, and sit around at twilight on their dwel- 
ling porches and verandahe, talking of 
their eastern friends whe are shiyering with 
cold and watking through snow and slush in 
winter, and burning up with heat and bitten 
with mosquitoes in the summer, Karly in 
the morning here the birds are chatting and 
singing sweet melodies ; flowers of every hue 
and fragrance perfume the balmy atmosphere 
which makes one feel young and joyful. 
Ladics are adorned in their summer atire, 
with parasols, while we don our straw som. 
breros and wear a smile of gladness and con- 
tentment. Picnics are in vogue the year 
round, and street sprinklers have no day for 
recreation from January to December.’ | 
must not occupy too much space on climate 
or 1 shall not haye time or space for some 
more interesting points.

The following is the text of the bill 
introduced by Mr. A. F. Wood, M. P. 
P., for North Hastings, in tho Ontario}. . 
Legislature, which we trust will become 
law :— 


1. This Act may be cited as the “<Minors’ 
Preventive Act, 1886.’" 


2. The keeper of a billiard, pool or baga- 
telle room, or table, or bowling-alley, who 
admits a minor thereto without the written 
consent of his parent or guardian shall be 
subject to a fine of $10, for the first, and $20 
for cach subsequent offence, to be imposed 
by any Justice of the Peace,one-half of which 
fine shall go to the informer. 


3. In any such room there shall be posted 
in a conspicuous place, and so kept posted, a 
copy of this Act, printed in Roman letters of 
fair size, and for each day’s neglect in so do- 
ing, the owner, proprietor, or either of them, 
shall be liable to a penalty of $10 = day to 
any one sucing therefor, and auch penalty 
shall be a lien on the tables and furniture in 
such room until paid. 


4. Kyery minor contravening this Act, 
after having been duly warned not to do so, 
shall be liable to a like fine as the proprietor. 
or if tho parent or guardian aso elect, to cor- 
poral punishment, to be awarded by the 
Magistrate, and inflicted by the parent or 
guardian.

Get Ready for Spring, . 

The month of March isthe time to get 
everything ready for the spring campaign. 
All the seed grain likely to be required 
should be carefully cleaned up and put in 
small bins, barrels, or bags. The latter is 
the handiest way, and if the bags are left un- 
tied and the mouths open, the mice‘ or rats 
will rarely touch them, For ourselves we 
are fortunate to havea grand policeman, 
which is worth at least five dollars a year, 
besides his board, we mean our cat. If you 
have not really first class grain, it will pay 
you to get good seed from some of your 
neighbors. It pays to get a change of seed, 
sven if your own is pretty good. We make 
& point to change every two or three years no 
matter how good our own may be. Seed 
grain should always be put twice through a 
fanning mill. Give as litule shake as you like 
but don’t spare the wind. In purchasing 
sced oats, evelything else being equal, we 
prefer a stiff strawed variety as the binder 
mukes so much nicer work, when the crop is 
standing up stiff.

—IN REPLY to a question of Mr. 
Blake in the Dominion parliament on 
_Monday, Mr. Thompson, the new 
of Justice made a statement regarding 
the prisoners in the north-West, aris- 
ing out of the recent rebellion. ‘There 
appears to have been in al) 46 half 
breeds prisoners, 81 Indians and 2 
whites. Eighteen of the halfbreeds 
were convicted of treason-felony, one‘of 
high treason and one of murder. Eleven 
half breeds accused of high treason, 
were discharged on their own recognis- 
ance of $400 each to appanr and get sen- 
tence when called upon, Seven accusedof 
treason-felony and one accneéd of larceny 
were discharged upon their own recog- 
nizances to appear and take their trial 
when called upon. One was discharged 
by order of General Middleton, two by 
direction ofthe minister of justice, one 
was acquitted and three woro discharged 
-at Battleford. Of the Indian’ prisoners 
21 were convicted of treason-felony, one 
of manslaughter,eleven of murder, three 
-of arson, six of horse stealing, one of 
cow stealing and one of rebellious acts. 
Ten Indians accused of treason-felony 
were discharged on promising to come 
up for trial when roquired. Ono was 
detained at Regina for further enquiry 
by the Indian department, and has 
since probably been discharged, and 
three were acquitted, Twenty-one 
charged with various offences were dis- 
charged at Battleford, and two others 
appear also'to haye been discharged. 
Of the’ white prisoners, one William H. 
Jackson, accused’ of treason-felony, was 
-acquitted on the ground of insanity,and 
the other, Thomas Scott, was also 
acquitted.

A subscriber to the Globe, writing from 
Smith's Falls to that journal, says: Having 
seen in your columns an item respecting that 
there are in the State of Georgia six brothers 
who measure 38 feet 6 inches, and weighed 
each over 200 lbs., I submit the following as 
a production of Ontario, and the County of 
Lanarx. We have eight brothers here by 
the name of Coade, who measure in their 
socks 52 feet 4 inches, and weigh 1,720 lbs., 
or an av of 215 lbs each. The tallest is 
7 feet 7 inches, and the shortest is 6 feet 4 
inches. The heaviest weighs 277 lbs, and 
and the lightest 195. 


Every farmer and gardner npon whose 
premises are cherry trees affected with black 
knot should comply with the provisions of 
the law governing the same, and clean them 
without delay.

COLONIZATION ROADS. 
SPECK BY MR. WOOD IN THE LEGISLATURR. 


The Intelligencer gives the following 
report of Mr. Wood's speech on the 
question of Colonization Roads :— 


Bi neent The p : “age of the lime 

on which the expenditure 
should be made. If u bad selection 
was made, then the subsequent oexpen- 
diture was to a degree waated. 

2nd. The person employed to ox- 
pend the money should be a practical 
man. For no matter how good a man 
he was in other respects, if he did not 
understand road building such as is 
required in newer sections, the, chances 
are the money would be wasted. 

3rd. Again there should be a 
thorough ayatem of inspection. With 
this eyes of parties ox- 

ing the money, there would be 
more care in the manner in which the 
work is done. 

Me said it was gratifying to know 
that some of the grievances of which he 
had complained during the earlier . ses- 
sions of this Parliament had disappeared. 

For instance some of the foremen 
had been dropped whose work was of 
an unsatisfactory character. That bring- 
ing in supplies from, Toronto with all 
abuses, had ceased in the districts in 
the northern parts. of the counties of 
Addington, Hastings,and Peterborough. 
That on the recommendation of mem- 
bers, parties in charge of road work 
who were not doing their work efficient- 
ly were replaced by others, and that 
generally in the sections named there 
had been an improvement. He said 
he thought that the Opposition deserv- 
ed credit for a good ‘deal of this im- 
provement by their persistent efforts in 
calling attention to the abuses. referred 
to, and getting returns that called the 
attention of the public to these impor- 
tant matters. Ho was not unwilling to 
give the Government ¢redit when they 
deserve it, and hoped these changes for 
the better would not disappear at the 
approach of another election. One 
thing he thought was very positively 
necessary that it should be impressed 
upon the general community that the 
money expended was the people's 
moncy, and should be as carefully ex- 
pended as municipal grants. This was 
often forgotten, and the expenditures 
looked upon as a gift by the Deopart- 
ment. , 

The speaker said ‘before sitting down, 
he would call attention. again to the 
anomaly of giving grants to a road lead- 
ing into one of the front Townships. 
He referred to what was called the 
Bridgewater and Lonsdale Road. No 
donbt his hon. friend from the East 
Riding would say this grant was all 
right as far as improving the roads was 
concerned,but neither he nor any other 
member could possibly say this line of 
road was a Colonization road. It was 


absurd to put it in that class, and he, 


hoped that stich grants would disappear 
from the list, as it was taking money 
from the localities that had claims on 
this fund. It was generally believed 
to be a sop for the late member of that 
Riding. 

He had made annual trips through 
the northern districts with the Domin- 
ion member representing his Riding, 
and in speaking of the’roads he did so 
from a practical knowledge of the facts. 
He was far more anxious to secure to 
these people in the northern sections 
thetr rights than he was to gain a mere 
political advantage.
